UNEMPLOYED MEN 
ON FARMS 

More than 500 unemployed 
single men have been placed 
in farm work by the Alberta 
Relief Commission under the 
arrangements recently announ¬ 
ced , according to A. A. Mack¬ 
enzie, chairman of the commis¬ 
sion. This work is being carried 
steadily forward and it is ex¬ 
pected that in the near future 
more than 600 will be takm 
care of i n this way. An effort 
is now being made by the cem- 
rO to pia e on vacant 
Lrrus transient families snow 
on relief in the cities. Something 
has already been accomplished 
in this way. These families ars 
being placed on farms with buil 
dings which are at present un- 
with the owners. Ordinary re¬ 
lief is supplied to these famil 
ilies but they will be expected 
grow a certain amount 0 f food¬ 
stuffs through the summer and 
tht head of the family will be 
expected oo work out amongst 
the neighbors whenever the op¬ 
portunity occurs. The commis¬ 
sion is anxious to learn of vac¬ 
ant farms which can be made 
available for this purpose. The 
cimmission pays rent for the 
property on a monthly basis t > 
the extent of the annual taxes 
due.
